Gladstone would appear pre-eminent- 
ly the man for Ireland.' liaised up at 
the most critical momoHt, ho would 
seem to havo tho brain, the nervo nud 
the following necessary for that hercu- 
lean work ot which tho bill disestablish- 
ing tho Irish Church may bo rOf^arded 
as merely the first step.

Tbe Eastwn Coal (^uestioiit 



Closely identified with the subject of 
reciprocity is that of the coal supply in 
tho Eastern States, which appears to 
have become the great topic of the day. 
Thousands of those engaged in the 
groat ooal workings have " strncli," and 
refuse to resume worli, their object be- 
ing to force up prices in order that they 
may receive more for their labor, la 
this they have beeo 80 far saooessful 
that prices havo greatly advaaood, and 
the supply is nearly exhausted ia moat 
of tho groat centres of oonsumptio n . 
Tho dliriouity of tbe sitaation is 
oahancod by the faot of tbo remaining 
stoclib falling into tbo grasp of specula- 
tors, who appear disposed to make the 
most ol it. But horo the saoceaa of the 
" strikers " threatens to end, inasmuch 
as relief is looked for in a direction 
doubtless never dreamed of by the re- 
calcitrant colliers. It is proposed to 
rotnove the duty and draw a supply 
from abroad. There, then, tho qnos- 
tiuu bocouio.-t peculiarly interesting to 
tho Dominion of Canada. In the rnari- 
tiino provinces ia an unlinaited supply 
of good coal, and the facility with which 
it can bo luovud to tho principal markets 
of the Eastern States ia very groat. Ho- 
move tbo duty and tbo coal mines of 
the maritime provinces will supply the 
grates and furaaoos of tbe Eastern 
Statoa at prices which would render 
oompetition from domoBtic ooal mea>> 
rtures unremanerative, if not impossible. 
Of course this means ruin to tbe coal in- 
terests; but ioaBinaoh as these interests 
are chiefly coofioed to one or two States, 
whereas all the States are greatly in- 
terested ia obtaining a cheap and steady 
supply of coal, it is not difiBcnlt to pro- 
die which interest will have to kick 
tlio beam, There is now a very power- 
ful party in tho Atlantic States in favor 
of tho resumption of reciprocal trade 
relaiionrt with Canada. This now quos-. 
tiiMi will form a most cogeot argument in 
favor ol such a policy, and tho party 
will not bo slow to use it. Apart alto- 
gether Irom Its immodialo hearing upoa 
ibo quoHtion of reciprocal relations be- 
tween the two peoples this matter of 
coal supply involves the most important 
considerations to Canada, Ouce throw 
Open her coal stores to the American 
consumer and a tide of prosperous de« 
velopment will be inaugurated which 
will pulsate through every member of 
the griiat Confederate body. But, to 
come nearer home, the opening of the 
coal stores of the Eastern provinces to 
the consumer of tbe Atlantic States, 
under a reciprocity treaty, means the 
opening ot the coal stores ol British 
Columliia (0 tbe consumer of the Pacific 
S atesj that is to say, if the people hero 
aro alive to their own interests and do 
their duty.

cepted) to write or speak unkindly of bis 
wife, Tho first lour and the eigbtb starzas of 
his last beautiful verses suggest Ibat Ibe un- 
holy bonds which had held him were 
loosed, la the record of the last tou days of 
bis life tbe lady from whom he had parted 
at Genoa Is not named. In tho intervals of 
consciousness his thoughts turned to her 
whom ho had wronged. On tho day that bo 
sailed from Genoa towards Greece bo n- 
grotted that he uot first gone to England, 
Oo the day before his death he muttored, 
"Why did 1 not go home before 1 came her' / " 
On tbe same day, whan he knew that be was 
dying, he was most aiixioua lo luaku Floiebur, 
bis old servant, undergiuiiJ his last w ahon, 
Tbe servant asked wtieil'er ha sliankl bring 
pen and papsr lo taka down his words.

Thk Crops in Engi. ind,— The condition 
and f respects of this year's crops io EngUnd 
ara thus aummed np by a recent London ag- 
ricultural jnnroal . 

The wbeaii in tbe North and East certain- 
ly are not first-rate. From Noith Yorkshire 
we learn that there is a thin and defective 
plant on tbe heavy soils } io tbe West Rid- 
ing the corn cannot be un average. In North 
Lincolnshire the wheats are reported lo 
promiso leiR than an average ; and lo Sonib 
Liacoloabire and tbe Great Fen Level tbe 
crop may be an average, bat will certainly 
be late. In Cambridgeshire wheat looks 
tolerably well ; the same is true in Norfolk 
and Sutlolk, but on the light lands pour. In 
tbe souibero counties the wheal ts oaring 
three weeks later than lai>t yoar, and it is re- 
ported doubtful if a full average caa.be at- 
tained. And the middle oounilea do not 
promise more than an average wheal crop, 
even with tbe beat weather. 

The prospects of bail-'y ate equally unsat- 
isfactory, the weather having been lo cuM 
(or producing heavy cropa. In Norfolk aod 
SuOo'k the barleys look well on the highly 
farmed lands, but on tbio soils are oodoubt- 
edly defective, backward and yellow. Oats, 
beans, ai.d poas tell a more fs' curable tale. 
The potatoes come up irregularly, and have 
to some exiei.t thrown out auper-tuborn in- 
stead of putting op a vigorous top. Aa lar 
as probabilities strike us now, we nnlicipalc 
a rather late harvest — that ia ibree weeks or 
a month later tbao la.'^ year — and a yield ol 
wheat and barley somewhat below an aver- 
ago ; an average, howover, betog postiole if 
we ahoold have a settled, sonny July.
